WASHINGTON, June 28.—(North 
American Newspaper Alliance.)— 
“Eliminate the source of illicit liquor 
supply. Padlock speskeasies and 
night clubs for a year.” 

This in brief is the militant pro- 
gram upon which Andrew McCamp- 
bell, new prohibition administrator 
for New York state, will embark when 
he takes over the reins on Tuesday 
}in an attempt to dry up what is rec- 
ognized as the wettest spot in these 
dry United States. 

“Andy,” as he is known to his as- 
sociates, shows real enthusiasm for 
the difficult task which has been 
handed to him by the Hoover admin- 
istration in its new drive against 
booze under the department of justice 
regime. 

He realizes that he is up against 
a tough proposition in New York 
city and state, but he flashes a pleas- 
ant smile on’ his determined face, 
which seems to say he means busi- 
ness. 

Not tall of stature, but sturdily. 
and almost stockily built, this dynamo 
of quiet energy gives the impressiog: 
to one calling upon him at his of- 
fices in Washington, of a man with 
long experience in the “game,” a man 
of ability to size up situations not 


the field. 
From Texas. 

“Andy”. McCampbell was a deputy 
United States marshal in the wide 
open spaces of Texas long before he 
entered the services of the internal 
revenue bureau. As a matter of fact 
this new dry czar for New York 
knows the raiding business from the 
ground up. According to those who 
know him he is not afraid of any man. 
His friends swear by him and his 
foes swear at him, but all admire him 
just the same. His hair is growing 
a bit thin on top. He wéars glasses. 

“The biggest problem in the en- 
forcement of prohibition,” McCamp- 
bell said today, “is to eliminate the 
source of supply, and I intend to go 
after all the sources of supply I can 
find. Any kind of a plant that is 
manufacturing illicit liquor is the 
basic problem of prohibition enforce- 
ment, and I know there are a num- 
ber in New York state. 

“The strongest weapon in the hands 
of the federal government in the en- 
forcement of prohibition is the pad- 
lock. I intend to use it. Put a big 
padlock on a place for a year, shut it 
up tight against any kind of occu- 
pancy, and you have convinced gwn- 
ers of that property that it is un- 
profitable to allow the operation of 
places there to violate the law.” 

Believes in Law. 

Admitting it was difficult to get 
sufficient evidence to prove a padloc 
case and snap on the big brass loek 
on its doors, McCampbell neverthe- 
less has declared war on rum places 
with the padlock as his shield and 
emblem.

-“In my statement of June 18 I also 
made plain by my position on the 
World. Court and called attention to 
the fact that ‘under the reservations

} the United States voluntarily agrees to 


do so, and it cannot. be forced to do 
so-by any other country.’ 


“One of the senate reservations pro- 
vides that ‘membership in ‘the court 
shall’ involve no legal relations with 
the League of Nations,’ and Mr. Sla- 
ton’s statement to the contrary is 
deliberately made to deceive the peo- 
my These are the facts and cannot 
controverted. 

.“I also showed that the reservations 
adopted by the senute were not ac- 
ceptable to England and other for- 
eign countries, and the United States 
is not now a party to the World Court. 

“If adherence to the World Court 
by the United States again comes up 
for consideration by the senate, I 
shall vote against it unless reserva- 
tions are made, which clearly atid un- 
equivocably leave the United States 
absolutely free to act at all times, 
which set forth in unmistakable lab- 
guage that the United States will un- 
der no circumstance be a party to any 
political engagements or any entan- 
gling alliances with a foreign country, 
and which preserve the absolute inde- 
pendence an ! sovereignty of the United 
States. It must not be forgotten, 
however, that I am opposed to war, 
gud will continue to support every 
honorable measure, which looks to its 
prevention, but at the same time pro- 
tects our country’s interests, as I have 
explained. 

Twentieth Amendment. 

“Mr. Slaton has also attempted to 
resurrect a matter stressed by Mr. 
Hardwick in the campaign six years 
ago; that .is, my absence because of 
sickness which ‘confined me to my 
bed, during the vote on the proposed 
twentieth amendment to the constitu-

Unless more material can be obtained 
the welfare work of the center will

it became more and more appar- 
ent that organization is the funda- 
mental step in the solution of the 
agricultural problem. 


“With farmers organized,” he said, 
“the adjustment of production and 
effective marketing of agricultural 
Se gpa would be comparatively easy. 

nity of action is needed through 
every stage from planning and plant- 
ing to marketing. The difficulty 
comes in getting producers to co-op- 
erate, chiefly because there is still a 

t difference of opinion as to just 

to organize farmers so that they 
may ig onan cg with their prob- 
lems in ndling particular crops in 
this and that community.” The chair- 
man insisted there is really no reason 
why farmers should not go further in 
collective marketing than organiza- 
tions of any privately operated “indus- 
try. 

“That privilege.” he said, “is in 
the farmers’ own hands. Laws have 
been written in recent years to free 
farmers from the restrictions of anti- 
trust regulations. In fact, under ex- 
isting laws the organization. of farm-« 
ers is permitted to an extent that 
probably never could be accorded to 
private agencies, There is no limit 
to the quantity of farm products that 
may be handled by groups of farm- 
ers who w the crops and hold the 
full right to sell them.” 

The great edvantage that comes to 
farmers who mass large units of prod- 
ucts, he said, is the better bargain- 
ing power thus attained than when 
they come to market by the thou- 
sands, each selling his «vn crop and 
competing with other individuals. 
Even an untrained group of farmers, 
he said, can market collectively to 
better advantage than the private 
agency which has no control over the 
flow of the commodity~but takes the 
product as it comes. 

“It has been clearly demonstrated © 
in this country,” he continued, “that 

roducers of farm crops can so régu- 
ate the marketing of their products 
collectively that they never have a 
giut. If there is any surplus, they 
can keep it at home and save freight.” 

Mr. Legge initiated the idea of con- 
solidating the national farm organ- 
izations more as a “wish” on his part 
than as a probability. 

“As you know,” he said, “there are 
several of the so-called genera] farm 
organizations in this country which 
might some day be brought under the 
same roof.

balance of the body voted unanimously 
and heartily for the resolutions. 

It was provided in the resolutions, 
which follow in full. that a copy be 
sent to Bishop Cannon, The Atlanta 
Constitution, the Wesleyan Christian 
vocate and the Nashville Christian 
Advocate ; , 

Whereas, civil and religiéus liberty 
are the inalienable rights of the Amér- 
ican ple under the constitution of 
the United States, which also wisely 
provides for the complete separation 
of church and state in order to effec- 
tuate this liberty, and, 

Whereas, the experience of the past 
has shown that the mingling of the 
church in political activities and the 
mingling of politics in church affairs 
have never been productve of lasting 
good, but are calculated to provoke 

ifferences among the brethren and 
lessen its power for good, and, 

Whereas, irreparable evil has been 
done the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and as we believe the cause 
of Christianity, by the misguided .ef- 
forts of some in high position in the 
church secking to put the church into 
partisan politics, and, 

Whereas, the political activities of 
Bishop James Cannon, Jr., as well as 
his activities as a lobbyist and his 
eonduct and evasions before the com- 
mittee on lobbying of the United 
States senate have not been conducive 
of good to the great church that has 
ynoen him in the office of a bishop, 
and, 

Whereas, his dealings on Wall 
Street are a source of regret to the 
church and all Christian people, and 
are calculated to bring the leadership 
of the church into disrepute and to 
lessen its influence in moral affairs 
and have been the cause of much un- 
favorable criticism, and have in our 
opinion seriously impaired his useful- 
ness as a religious leader and, will 
continue to be a source of embarrass- 
ment to the church, 

Therefore, be it resolved’: 

1+—That we petition Bishop Can- 
non to resign from the office of bishop, 
believing that his resignation will be 
for the best interest of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, as well as 
for the best interest of the cause of 
Christianity throughout the world. 

2——That a,copy of these resolutions 
be published}in the Wesleyan Chris- 
tian Advocaté, The Nashville Chris- 
tian Advocaté and The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. 

3—That a copy of same be sent to 
Bishop Cannon. 

Would “Rid” Church of Bishop. 

In presenting the resolutions, Colo- 
nel R. O. Jones stated that for some 
time be had felt that the laymen of 
the Methodist church had had no 
channel of. expression concerning. the 
conduct of Bishop Cannon and the 
whitewash given him at Dallas. He 
stated that Bishop Cannon's stock 
market operations and the bishop's 
unfair foisting of himself upon an ‘un- 
willing laity were distasteful to a very 
large element of laymen in the 
church. Colonel Jones also expressed 
the ge that many other churches 
would follow suit in expressing them- 
selves in the wish that “since we 
cannot be rid of Bishop Cannon 
through the established authorities of 
the church by trial, that he will re- 
sign of his own accord at the request 
of the churches,” 

Mr. Manget Approves Resolutions. 

Dan Manget spoke, expressing en- 
tire approval of the resolutions, say- 
ing that he was tired of reading in 
the papers daily of the distasteful 
conduct of Bishop Cannon, and that 
he wished to register ris opinion that 
some method . should be provided 
whereby the church might be rid of 
him. Mr. Manget said he was proud 
that one church in Methodism had 
‘backbone enough to go on record in 
| this matter. and that he wished to ex- 
prees bis affection for the mover and 
| writer of the resolutions and to thank 
Colonel Jones for giving him an op- 
|portunity to cast his vote for such 
resolutions. Mr. Manget added that 
he believed it was the veginning of a 
movement that would get a hearing 
far and wide among the. laymen. 

Colenel Post Indorses al. 

Colonel W. G. Post also expressed 
himself as believing that if some 
movement of this. kind did not take 
hold of the Methodist laymen and 
spur them to action, that no one 
could predict what might happen in 
the Methodist chureh. He also said 
that the time had come when it was 
either to speak out or else see the 
church decline in membership and re- 
spect until dire extremefies would be 
reached. He said: “I am casting my 
vote for the resolutions, believing that 
ye wil? be the beginning of a move- 
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ment that may save the church from 
being wrecked.” 
Only One Opposing Vote. | 

The only effort to prevent the pas- 
gage of the resolutions was made by 
T. KE. Atkinson. He said he believed 
it was unfortunate to agitate the mat- 
ter. He felt that it was an attack 
made on the character of the bishop, 
and that an attack on the character 
of the bishop could not be made legal- 
ly at a quarterly conference. He also 
asked for a ruling by the presiding 
elder, Rev. W. M. Barnett, as to 
whether the whole resolution was in 
order. To which the presiding elder 
replied that he would have to rule 
that the matter was in otder, as it 
recorded a wish of the conference un- 
der the head of miscellaneous busi- 
ness. 
| Absentees Sign Resolutions. 

The resolutions not only passed with 
but one opposing vote, but the ma- 
jority of those persons who did not 
attend the meeting have asked for the 
povings of signing the resolutions. 

any have already signed, stating 
that it expressed their wishes and 
that they would have heartily voted 
for the resolutions had they been 
present. 

This, perhaps, is the first time in 
the history of the Methodist church 
where laymen have taken matters in 
their own hands and done so daring 
a thing as to ask for the resignation 
of a bishop.

NAVY SCRAPS SUBS 
ACCORDING 10 TREATY 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—(/)— 
Carrying out its three-year disposal 
plan adopted before the London con- 
ference, the navy by Tuesday will 
have scrapped 12 submarines within 
the last fiscal year and laid plans for 
disposing of 34 other under-sea craft 
within the next two years. 

Adoption of the London treaty, the 
navy said, might lead to an alteration 
in the scrapping plan so as not to 
conclude the program before 1936. 

Although some of the submersibles 
now in the last stages of scrapping are 
three years under the maximum ef- 
fective age of a submarine, they are 
being removed to do away with obso- 
lescent tonnage and make way for 
more modern craft. 

Two other submarines were to have 
been scrapped this year, but the S-51 
was sold and the 0-12 is being held

with an even chance of survival or 
death. Sometimes such girls are sent 
yack to the city cut into small bits. 
“There's your women’s freedom,” was 
the inseription on the sack containing 
the disnrembered body of one agitator.

Legally woman is man’s 
absolute equal. arriage by sale and 
marriage of children is forbidden. 
Those interfering with women who

NEW YORK, June °8,-UP)—Two 
bands of communists holding rival 
meetings in Battery Park today near 
the office: of the British consulate 
joined forees against the police when 
they attempted to stop a march on 
the consulate.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, June 28.—(UN)

violent disturbances and fighting 
which resulted in the overthrow of

lished by former President Hernando 
Siles. 

The revolutionary movement that 
started at the Oruro garrison appar- 
ently had been successful throughout 
the republic with the revolutionary 
leaders definitely in control of the 
most important cities, 

The fall of the capital to the anti- 
administration leaders was a dramatic 
climax of the revolution that  wit- 
nessed a “reign of terror” in La Paz 
and brought a great outburst of pub- 
lic sentiment against the Siles re- 
gime. Students, including the cadets 
at the military academy, led the vio- 
lent demonstrations which sent crowds 
rushing through the streets to meet 
machine gun fire from police detach- 
ments and to reassemble to demand 
overthrow of the government. 


The students led them again _ to 
throw open the doors of prisons and 
military garrisons to release political 
prisoners. When Siles and his for- 
mer ministers sought safety at the 
Brazilian legation the mob marched 
triumphantly through the streets, 
singing and shouting while  revolu- 
tionary aviators dropped flowers and 
wreaths on the procession of men, 
women-and children. 

There were two outstanding clashes 
before the disturbances endeil. Soldiers 
and police used machine guns in the 
fighting and the revolutionary leaders 
described the clashes as “massacres.”

An unequivocal pledge that the state 
highway department would take no 
part in the political campaign now 
under way was given by J. W. Bar- 
nett, highway board chairman, Satur- 
day simultaneously with the release 
of a detailed report of the $9,000,000 
of highway projects now in the course 
of construction throughout the state.

Wickersham of the commission to re- 
port to the clerk of the house the 
amount of contributions and their con- 
tributors, 

In the meantime, the house and sen- 
ate conferees, considering the second 
deficiency bill, calling for an outlay 
of $80,000,000 to cover contingencies 
in government departments, deferred 
action until Monday. The measure in- 


cludes the $50,000 placed in the bill 
by the senate’ for a study of prohibi- 
tion, instead of the generat surve 
of law enforcement which the presi- 
dent wishes. . 

Representative Tilson, of Connecti- 
cut, the republican leader, announced 
to the house that in considering the 
conference ‘report it would be possible 
for it to appropriate the $250,000 rec- 
ommended by Mr. Hoover, but that the 
fund could not be raised by the con- 
ferees above the $50,000 allowed by 
the senate. 

While the administration leaders 
were reluctant to discuss their plans 
it was learned efforts also were to be 
made by dry leaders to broaden the 
scope of sagelsy to all law enforce- 
ment instead of only prohibition.

) ally, but attorneys for LaVarre 
had been unable to furnish it until 
today, when the bond was signed by 
a New York surety company. 

The charges against LaVarre re- 
sulted from his failure to comply with 
ceftain orders issued by Judge Dea- 
ver in connection with his prolonged 
litigation with Harold Hall, former 
associate in the operation of a group 
of Georgia and South Carolina news- 
papers. The case was transferred to 
Augusta after LaVarre surrendered 
to federal authorities: here the latter 
a of May. At his last hearing La- 
Varre denied that he ever had any 
intention of evading Judge Deaver's 
orders. : 

Judge Barrett in his opinion today, 
however, said: “The fact, if such 
be a fact, that the order of January 
6, 1930, was erroneous, either by lack

FIGURING FOR 1932. 
Already, in anticipation of an al- 
most certain democratic comeback 


in the congressional elections of 


November next, there is “the sound 
of a going in the tops of the mul- 
berry trees” of the party, blowing 
toward the presidential convention 
of 1932. ; 

Ordinarily the casual man would 
say it is yet too early to be identi- 
fying contenders for the party nom- 
ination in that convention that is 
near two years ahead, but those 
who are in the know of how wires 
are laid for such an event are alert 
to what is going on even now in 
particular party camps. 

In the forefront is the practically 
admitted certainty that Governor 
Franklin Roosevelt will again be 
elected in New York state and that 
the event will make him the out- 
Standing candidate of the eastern 
democrats. The seemingly sole 
possibility of his having an eastern 
opponent is in the contention. of 
some influential democrats in the 
south and middle west that Gover- 
nor Roosevelt will carry too much 
color of Al Smithism to be persona 
grata to large elements of the party. 
The democrats who think that are 
Suggesting that Owen D. Young 
would be a more attractive candi- 
date, if the party leader must come 
from the east. 

Again, there are strong party 
leaders who favor a middle-west 
candidate, such as ex-Governor 
Donahey, of Ohio, whom they see 
as a democrat with a record of pop- 
ularity and successful administra- 
tion in a great republican state, and 
“Governor Vic” is reliably reported 
to be steadily closing in toward the 
party race-track. 

Then, out in the Missouri valley 
region the feeling, is growing fervid 
that 1932 should be the time for 


the great west and northwest to: 


put ex-Senator Jim Reed squarely 
to the front and fight for his nomi- 
nation to the finish, win or lose. 
Singular enough, the leaders who 
are talking strongly for those men-

Discussing that feature of the 
Washington treaty of 1922, under 
which the United States agreed not 
to increase the defenses of the 
Philippines, Admiral Fiske took the

the temptation to capture them 
would be aggravated by the treaty. 

Here is the basis on which this 
American admiral, who has so often 
found himself in hot water as the 
result of unwise utterances, based 
his predictions of war: 


“First: There will be a period of 
time throughout which it will continu- 
ously rest in the power of Japan to 
make a series of small encroachments 
on our rights. 

“Second: Finally the aggregate of 
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lieve that war is probable between 
two nations so closely .bound by 
‘financial ties, and with such evident 
indications of sentimental attach- 
ment. 


the spreading in the United States 
of knowledge of the real attitude of 
Japan and her people toward us, 
there has grown wp in America an 
admiration and affection for the na- 
tion which in half a century has 
forged ahead at a rate never equaled 
by any other country. 


Not only has the strengthening 
of the bonds of common under- 
Standing between the United States 
and Japan made armed conflict be- 
tween them more and more im- 
probable, but’ the opening of the 
vast sweeps of Manchuria to Japan’s 
men and women and Japan’s dollars 
has made it unnecessary—if it ever 
was—for her to look to the Philip- 
pines for relief from her _ over- 
population problem. 


Japan’s two greatest ambitions 
at this time undoubtedly are for the 
continuation of the good will and 
friendship of-the American people, 
and the uninterrupted pursuit of 
the splendid development work she 
is now doing in the great and 
wealthy northern province of China. 
She may go to war to retain her 
treaty rights in Manchuria, but she 
would much prefer to fight for the 
retention of our good will, than to 
provoke a conflict with her big 
sister across the broad miles of the 
Pacific.

That is only a suggested form which 
the congress might more. explicitly 
frame and submit to the legislatures 
of the states, or to special conventions 
in the states, to take the place of the 
eighteenth amendment if and when 
préperly ratified. 

It is argued that under such an 
amendment congress would be given a 
like power with that conferred by 
the sixteenth amendment over the in- 
come tax—a power that it could exer- 
cise at any time in response to pub- 
lic exigency and demands. 

If the majority of the people should 
want total prohihition they could 
elect a congress to enact it, if the 
tired of it and wanted regulation, wit 
state’s rights to prohibit the liquor 
traffic, it could elect a congress to 
enact that.

Ought. te Please State Righters. 

Since the constitution has always 
contained the provision which reads: 

“The United States shall guar-

that the United States shall guaran- 
tee to each state protection for their 
prohibition laws against invasion by 
violators from outside the state 

The Webb-Kenyon act prohibiting 
integstate transportation of liquors 
from wet to dry states is still the 
law of the Jand and the forces of the 
United.

000,000 out of India’s 320,000,000 
people.

The fact that there

ten years. It is safe to assume that 
a large number of these have settled 
in North Carolina and are now contrib- 
ane to that state’s growth and shar- 
ing in its prosperity. 

There is of course no use in cry- 
ing over spilt milk, for a state to 
show a loss in population is not un- 
 Ameneriva i Three states, Vermont, 

ississippi and Nevada, lost popula- 
tion between 1910 and 1920, and the 
rich state of Iowa had a loss between 
1900 and 1910. Under the existing 
circumstances it is no doubt better for 
all concerned that some of the sections 
in Georgia have lost farm population. 
Overproduction of farm crops has thus 
been reduced somewhat and the con- 
suming market for farm crops has 
correspondingly been enlarged. There 
seems to be no reason however why 
(ieorgia should bear the whole brunt 
of this economic change, while some 
of her sister states are gaining both 
urban and rural population. 

It is naturally a matter of interest 
and concern to proud Georgians to 
discover the reason for the marked 
variation in growth between their 
state and North Carolina.

What then is the chief advantage 
enjoyed by North Carolina? At once 
we think of its wonderful highway 
system and the chances are that this 
is directly or indirectly responsible for 
the greater part of North Carolina's 
and economic 
progress. While Georgians are plod- 
ding through the mud, detouring la- 
boriously from one tiny patch of paved 
road to the next or confining their 
travel exclusively to the north and 
south highways built. to attract tour- 
ist traffic, North Carolinians are reap- 
ing the inevitable benefits from a 
statewide system of paved roads. 

Twenty years ago North Carolina 
was the sore spot of the nation from 
an illiteracy standpoint. Today it has 
one of the best and .nost far reaching 
educational systems in the country 
and illiteracy has been reduced to a 
point far below that in Georgia. Noth- 
ng has contributed so much to this 
improved condition as the good roads 
which bave made possible the centrali- 
zation of rural schools and enabled 
the children to attend in all kinds of 
weather. In contrast the school en- 
rollment in Georgia has declined since 
1920 even more materially than the 
total population. 

Farmers with no ricber soil or bet- 
ter climatic conditions than in Geor- 
gia are making better returns by vir- 
tue of more scientific diversification 
and better marketing facilities, af- 
forded by paved roads and providing 
a ready sale for truck crops and 
Manufacturers are 
more favorably inclined toward a dis- 
trict where raw material can be easily 
assembled and labor is close at hand 
by way of paved highways. Outside 
capital is much more easily interested 
in ventures in such localities. 

The same region looks entirely dif- 
ferent from a smooth paved road and 
from a knotty dirt road, knee deep in 
mud or dust. As a matter of fact the 
region adjacent is never the same 
after a paved road has been built. 
The property owner takes a natural 
pride in its appearance. He is inclined 
to improve and modernize it in keep- 
ing with the highway which serves 
him and in so doing raises its value 
and earning capacity. The indirect 
ways in which good roads benefit a 
community or states are too numerous 
and should be too obvious to mention. 

The opinion generally prevails that 
the boll weevil can held responsi- 
ble for all of Georgia’s farm losses. 
There is no doubt but that it suf- 
fered more than any other state from 
the ravages of this insect. At the same 
time it is a significant fact that the 
sections of Georgia which were hard- 
est hit by the weevil, the middle and 
east central parts, do not show the 
heaviest losses in population. The 
northeastern section, between Atlanta, 
Augusta, Macon and Anderson, 8. 
C., suffered the most, a 25 per cent 
joss in population. Incidentally, this 
area has less paved road proportion- 
ately than any other in the state. 

Mud enforced isolation is becom- 
ing entirely too expensive. It is cost- 
ing the commonwealth and people of 
Georgia annually many.times more 
than a state-wide system of paved 
roads would cost. It -is depriving 
Georgia of its natural rights in the 
form of growth and economic prog- 
ress. Meantime, it is giving the state 
a reputation for lethargy, backward- 
ness and governmental inefficiency 
which it will be very hard to live

BULLARD URGES NEEL 
OF TAX REFORMATION 


POWDER SPRINGS, Ga., June 
28.—(/)—B. M. Bullard came back 
to his birthplace near this little Cobb 
county town today to open his cam- 
paign for comptroller general of Geor- 
gia. 

He said the state tax problem is the 
paramount issue before the people, 
and promised, if elected, to call imme- 
diately a conference ‘‘of the best tax 
experts in the state to study and draft 
a modern tax law that will be fair 
to all classes of business to present 
to the next general assembly.” 

He also promised to fill the comp- 
troller general’s department with “new 
blood and give all sections of the state 
an opportunity to be represented.” 

He criticized the administration of 
William G. Harrison, incumbent. 

Mr. Bullard was introduced by 


Awtrey C. Moore, farmer of this sec- 
tion. 


“The tax problem is the paramount 
issue before the people of <reorgia 
today,” the speaker declared. The ad 
valorem tax system that is bearing 
so heavily on farm lands and other 
real estate has about reached the 
point of confiscation. 


“The comptroller general of Geor- 
gia is the head. of the state tax sys- 
tem, and the incumbent, who is now 
holding the office under appointment 
of Governor Hardman, and who, to- 
gether with his father before him, un- 
der General Wright. has had control 
of the tax system for 50 years, has 
never offered a suggestion to reduce 
the tax burden on real estate; on the 
contrary, he has contended that the 
ad valorem system was the fairest to 
be had. 

“Tt is generally known that he has 
built up a powerful organization 
through the influence’ and powers of 
the office, by organizing most of the 
tax collectors, tax receivers and or- 
dinaries of the state for the purpose 
of entrenching himself in office for 
life. As proof of this he is sending 
out 80,000 of his campaign cards to 
be distributed by the tax collectors, 
tax receivers and ordinaries to the 
voters of their respective counties, 
and is reliably quoted as boasting that 
he did not have to worry about his 
election as the tax collectors, tax re- 
ceivers and ordinaries of the state 
would elect him, as they were afraid 
not to do so. 

“This proves that his chief con- 
cern is to perpetuate” himself in of- 
fice, - eh this political organiza- 
tion, and with no concern as to the 
tax burdens of the common people, 
while at the same time he is proclaim- 
ing that the conduct of the office is 
wholly non-political. 


CUNSERVATIVE POLICY 
PROMISED BY WILSON 


The importance to the state of the 
securities commission, of which the 
secretary of state is ex-officio chair- 
man, is pointed out in a statement 
issued Saturday by John B. Wilson, 
one of the several candidates for sec- 
retary of state.

Through thie commission the taxpay- 
ers of Georgia are saved millions of 
dollars by preyenting the sale of secu- 
rities that are utterly worthless. 

“On the other hand, the commission 
can render great service to the state. 
Its proper activity will bring new 
capital to the state, and encourage 
thrift and savings. This is particular- 
ly true in the building up and proper 
management of building and loan as- 
sociations. 

“If elected secretary of state it will 
be my purpose to adopt a sound con- 
servative business policy under tlhe 
law, and in order that the buyers of 
securities shall be protected, new capi- 
tal secured and the development of

An improvement in the supply of 
capital now available for real estate 
loans in comparison with the supply 
available six months ago is reported 
by the National Association of Real 

te Boards tollowing the comple- 
tion. of its fifteenth semi-annual sur- 
vey of the real estate market, a sur- 
vey made by the association from the 
collected reports of 428 local real 
estate boa representing the prin- 
cipal cities of the United States and 
Canada. 

This improvement in the supply of 
available capital, the National Asso- 
ciation points out, indicatea that the 
fundamental problem for increased 
construction—the problem of supply- 
ing funds for wise building projects 
—is now presenting itself as a less 
difficult one probably due to the fact 
that capita) is less ig oo sd saggy trod 
divert directly or indirectly into 

lative fields and will tend to be 
placed increasingly at the disposal of 
the home builder. 
Improvement Shown. 

Comparing the situation today and 
six months ago, when the first re- 
sults of the stock market debacle were 
being felt, the report shows that to- 
day 30 per cent of the cities report 
an equilibrium between supply and 
demand in real estate mortgage loans 
‘and capital, 48 per cent report that 
desirable loans are seeking capital and 
22 per cent report that in the mort- 
cage money market capital is seeking 
loans. The report six months earlier 
showed that in 53 per cent of the 
cities real estate loans were seeking 
capital; 19 per cent reported a sur- 

lus of capital seeking investment, and 
28 per cent reported equilibrium be- 
tween supply and demand. In the 
nresent survey no effort was made 
to gather statistics on the actual 
amount of money now available for 
construction in the various cities re- 
porting. The national association 1s 
now engaged in an investigation to 
determine just what sums are now 
ready to be used for building pur-

Feed grain prices were holding fair- 
ly steady at new low levels during 
the period June 18 to 25. Hay mar- 
kets were quiet with moderate offer- 
ings and slow demand while feedstuffs 
displayed decided weakness, states the 
Grain, Hay and Feed Market News 
Service of the United States bureau 
of agricultural. economics, 

The generally favorable prospects 
for the 1930 harvest and weakness in 
the stock market were principally re- 
sponsible for the recent sharp reduc- 
tion in feed grain prices. Wheat 
reached the lowest point, since 1914, 
rye since 1920, oats since 1922 and 
corn since 1926. Spot prices of feed 
grains this past week have been hold- 
ing fairly steady at these new levels. 
The light supplies of corn continued 
in fairly_g request. The recent 
reaction to warmer weather was fa- 
vorable for the growth of corn rather 
generally over the corn belt. The crop 
made g to excellent progress in 
most places while conditions were 
pov favorable for cultivation. It 
is still too dry in some sections, espe- 
cially in parts of the Ohio valley and 
eastern Missouri. Harvesting of oats 
is advancing almost as fast as win- 
ter wheat in the southwest with a re- 
sult somewhat better than expected in 
parts.

She says: 


“An unfinished task is a challenge. 
Inasmuch as the Georgia federation 
passed a résolution in 1929 to indorse 
and work for legislation to provide a 
state commission for the blind, the 
following facts from two other ‘state 
federations should be an incentive to 
concerted effort. While we quote 
from only two state federations, an 
examination of year books and maga- 
zines from a large majority of the 
states will show that committees for 
this work are functioning in many 
states, districts and_clubs. 

From The Iowa Clubwoman for 
May-June, 1930, report of second dis- 
trict committee on “The Education of 
the Blind” 


“It is now three years since the 
Iowa federation offered to assist the 
state commission for the blind, 
through its committee, by acting as 
sales agent for towels hemmed by the 
blind women of the state. The first 
year 19,251 towels were sold, the sec- 
ond year we sold 19,856 and this year 
25,811 to date. 


Aim of Federation. 


“The aim of the federation has been 
to open a permanent, not a transient, 
avenue of help to the blind. Both 
the federation and the commission 
realized that only in finding and sup- 

plying satisfactorily a permanent need 
would there be built up a permanent 
business furnishing occupation and 
regular income. Each year the towels 
have become more attractive, they 
are suitable for all purposes and in 
all classes of homes and sel] for 30 
cents apiece. The business is handled 
by the secretary of the commission and 
the federation acts as sales manager, 
through districts and clubs. And it 
works!:The main reason, to help the 
blind women, has surely been achieved. 
The towel sale is only one part of the 
activities of the commission. We 
esteem ourselves honored to have a 
part in the work.” This is signed by 
the district chairman so is simply a 
district report. 

From The New Jersey Clubwoman, 
May, 1930, “Work for the Blind”: 
“The committee on work for the blind 
in co-operation with the blind com- 
mission reports with appreciation the 
success of the seventh annual week 
for the blind, during which sales of 
articles made by the blind and the 
receipts of the tea room in connection 
with these sales totaled nearly $6,000. 
Also the reports from the several 
districts in the state of sales made is 
most encouraging. By our state con- 
vention we hope to report 100 per 
cent active in this work,”

blind. Their state department of 
literature and drama issued a special 
magazine section in May giving the 
prize-winning poems, stories and 
dramas for the year. First place 
among the poems was given to a 
member of the Young Woman’s Club 
of Red Bank. Edwin Markham, who 
judged, said of this poem, “It is finely 
imaginative, beautifully worded, and 
carries a sense of amplitude and sur- 
prise. The editor said, “It is a time- 
ly subject for a Junior poem and we 
recommend it to all Juniors as an 
inspiration for their work for the 
blind. New Jersey Juniors specialize 
on furnishing books in Braille.

Wear Out 


FLINT, Mich., June 28.—What 
Causes the most mechanical trouble 
in an automobile? 

This cuestion is answered by C. W: 
McKinley, research engineer, with the 
interesting information that perhaps 
80 per cent of mechanical trouble is 
due to neglect of lubrication. 

Examinations reveal that worn parts 
would have given much better service 
if proper lubrication care had been 
exercised, McKinley says. 

While the oil filter has done much 
to minimize engine wear it should be 
remembered, he asserts, that the oil 
filter itself must be serviced every 
year. The oil flows into the filter de- 
positing in it the foreign matter and 
emerging clean, he ervlains. This is 
done over and over again until the 
filter becomes filled with so much 
foreign matter that it ceases to func- 
tion at highest efficiency. . 

McKinley adds that many motorists 
will reduce wear on certain’ parts of 
their cars as much as 40 per cent if 
they will simply follow lubricating 
instructions and: have the oil filter 
serviced once a year or approximately 
every 10,000 miles.

Kdue to the fact that the state and fed-

His statement is as follows: 

“In my opinion, more than any oth- 
er reason, we find an explanation of 
the economic turmoil now abroad in 
the land, is due to the fact that the 
state and federal government are hon- 
eycombed with politics and politicians. 
There are too many men making poli- 
tics a business if Ge’ rgia, as well as 
throughout the nation. In our state, 
since we are collecting and disbursing 
approximately $20,000,000 each year 
in highway construction, our state 
senate is fast becoming a mecca for 
certain highway construction and road 
machinery forces.

Would Remove Phillips.

Through the wide streets 
of Capetown, the ‘Sammies,’ 
fruit and vegetable venders, will 
étop before the door of some 
Dutch colonial home with its low 
thatched roof. From his cart will 
come probably any of the fruits 
and vegetables which one finds 
here and many which, are deli- 
cious :nd for the most part un- 
known in this section of the 
world. He may bring forth nec- 
tarines, a plum-like fruit with a 
slight flavor of a peach; a paw- 
paw, an oblong fruit with small 
black seed which makes a deli- 
cious salad; avacado pears, or 
flowers which are indigenous only 
to the South African coast.’’

The specialist's story gives you a pretty 
fair idea of the way in which doctors re- 
gard the removal of the tonsils when they 
themselves or their loved ones are the 
patients. 


Without any personal experience, I mean 
as a @octor using X-ray for tonsil treat- 
ment, I had formed a more favorable im- 


pression of the method than this specialist 


gives. But his frankly told experience would 
seem to indicate that the treatment is not 
so good. Perhaps that is the reason com- 
paratively few physicians have employed 
it to any extent. This specialist, you will 
notice, continued with the X-ray treatment 
two years before he gave up. 


I am sorry for the doctor. He is evident- 
ly a good man, a liberal man. I don’t know 
him personally, but I know he is of excel- 
lent standing in the profession. Still I am 
sorry for him, because nobody told him 
about diathermy extirpation of the tonsils. 
Probably he'll learn about this extraordi- 
nary new méthod in due time, but mean- 


While he has been’ forced to submit to ‘the 


operation he naturally wished to avoid, 
and while he asserts that the operation put 
an end to the troubles his tonsils had 
caused and the X-ray treatment failed to 
correct, still, it is no satisfaction at all to a 
patient to find that he has submitted ‘9 
an operation he might have avoided ha 
he known better. 

Well, let that pass. Now we have another 
funny story about the doctor who doesn't 
like his own medicine. I don't see anything 
to laugh at in such stories, but they are 
generally regarded as humorous. At any 
rate, this one is more cheerful than the 
grim tale of the X-ray specialist who gave 
up his tonsils.

clining tonsillectomy “and putting them- 
selves in the hands of progressive specialists 
who give patients the benetits of scientific 
progress. 

Of course that was not an actual news 
item, but just my way of telling the story. 
I had it from the doctor's wife. You never 
can believe anything a doctor's wife tells 
you—if indeed she tells you anything— 
about the doctor’s patients. She knews only 
what the doctor tells her. and if it con- 
cerns the patient's private life he tells her 
only lies. But when the doctor himself be- 
comes a patient, ah, ther the doctor's wife 
knows to the third decimal point just how 
much benefit any remedy dr treatment gives 
or does not give.

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Player Suggests That Holders of H sners Pay for Their Good F ortune 


a ELDOM are the game-changets 
i idle. In their efforts to “improve” 
a bridge they tinker with every part 

JKS part of it, the best and the worst. 
Most of their suggestions are ridiculous 'o 
all but themselves: Some would distort it 
beyond all recognition. Some are really 
good. In fact, the evolution which has 
brought auction and contract to their pres- 
ent condition, with almost universal ap- 
peal, has been due to the ceaseless activity 
of brains which occasionally produce some- 
thing of genuine worth. So all bridge play- 
ers owe a debt of gratitude to the schemers. 

The subject of honors has been discussed 
for years. Every once in a while some one 
takes a verbal whack at them as being 
unfair and having nothing to do with skill, 
It has been suggested that bonuses for the 
mere holding of honors should be abolished, 
or at least cut down. This idea is followed 
partly in the present contract laws, which 
allow no points for any honor holdings ex- 
cept four aces in one hand at no trump 
and four in one hand or five in one hand 
at a suit. 


Perhaps the most’ logical suggestion ¢e- 
garding honors—bizarre .as it may sound— 
is that a side be penalized for holding 
them, instead of being rewarded. 

“In all our work in thf® world we pay 
for our tools—why not*in. bridge?’ asks 
Carl G. Smedburg, of New York, who fa- 
vors a test of the innovation. 

In theory and also in practice the high 
cards—honors—are insteuments with which 


Pricks are taken. If the side with a heavy 
holding of honors had to give its oppo- - 


nents a certain number of points because 
of that fact, the battle on each hand would 
be more or less equalized, runs the argu- 
ment. It would be a test to see whether 
the side holding them could accomplish 
something worth more than the price paid 
for them. 


There is not yet a record of any one 
trying out the scheme, but it would be in- 
teresting to see if some one can construct 
an equitable scale of charging the holders 
fof their good fortune as high card holders.

When the 
hand is in fourth hand position, however, 
it must be admitted that there are reasons 
in favor of the no trump which do not ex- 
ist in the other three positions, and it is 
interesting. to say the Teast, to find such 
a young player pointing out this important 
factor. 


Followers of the “approach” system, in 
which an original no trump denies posses- 
sion of a biddable suit, would have to bid: 
the diamonds, of course, to ayoid mislead- 
ing their partners. but users of any other 
method may well favor no trump as against 
suit on hands with close questions of choice 
—if in the last position. 


Not Exactly Books 


“Contract Bridge at Sight” and “Auction 
Bridge at Sight,” by Charles True Adams,, 
are not exactly books, but rather new kinds 
of charts with thumbnail indexes. In con- 
tract he favors thé straightaway system, 
minus any demand 4r conventional bids 
except in slam bidding by showing aces and 
void suits after the side’s declaration is de- 
termined. ' 

Frank E. Bruelheide, who has been tour- 
ing all over the country giving lectures, also 
has brought out his advised contract method 
in a sort of chart form with thumbnail 
index feature. He favors a form of semi- 
demand bids. to which the partner does 
not respond with a worthless hand, and 
uses the 4-3-3-3 count for no-trump hands. 
Various conventions likely to be encounter- 
ed by a player are also summarized briefly. 


Bridge Intimacies 


Edward V. Shepard. who Is the recognized 
mathematician of bridge. enjoys nothing 
more than multiplying, dividing, applying 


logarithms, calculus, mathematical pro- 
gression, geometrical progression, theortes 
of probabilities and “what have you?” Many 
of his findings have been submitted to the 
Bussey Institution, research department of 
Harvard University, which as a result has 
proclaimed bridge to be “a science.”

James Birdseye McPherson was not yet 
36 years of age. His career had been not- 
able. He was born in Sandusky, Ohio, No- 
vember 14, 1828, and was graduated from 
West Point in 1853. He practiced engineer- 
ing in the government employ, and taught 
it at West Point. When the war breke out, 
he raised a force of engineers, and later, 
was aide to Majur General Halleck. In

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Sherman's report states that he and

hands of criminals. gives us a perfect ex- 
ample of its growth in the latest invention 
of its master minds—the kidnaping racket, 
Here’ is the last word in crimes of 
violence. Heré is a ratket that has utilized 
the mechanics of a number of criminal ac- 
tivities and combined them to form some- 
thing quite new. The extortionists have 
ed the best features of the old-time 
with certain well-tried bdy- 
products of gangdom, particularly the oy- 
product of terrorism. and have thus evolved 
a business that is practically prison-prool!. 
ized crime has reached such a piace 
ot power that, even when there have been 
the underworld still holds contro). 
Wealthy victims of extartionists are never 
really free of their captors. 


The threat of sudden death hangs over 
them day and night. The pressure of the 
terrorists does not relax. So is it any won- 
der that there is almost never sufficient 
evidence against the accused? 


The most notable of these cases, which 
we propose to relate in detail, was the 
kidnaping of Michael Katz, of Kafisas City, 
Mo., and the subsequent payment of $100,- 
000 in cash to his captors. 


Recently there have been other cases— 
the kidnaping of Max Price, elderly New 
Haven, Conn., real estate dealer; of Theo- 
dore Koppelman, life insurance official of 
Chicago, and of Samuel Barron, real estate 
broker of New York and Interlaken, N. J. 
—~but in each of these cases not all the 
facts have come to light» There are mys- 
terious features that will probably never be 
cleared up, The reticent victims prefer not 

But in the Katz case, though the whole 
thing might easily have evaded all pub- 
licity, practically every detail is now known. 
We are able to follow the melodrama scene 
by scene to -its conclusion. The case gives 
us a complete picture. of the kidnaping 
racket in all its sinister glory. 

Michael Katz, 37 years old,. was the 
junior member of a famous Kansas City 
firm of Katz Brothers, chain drug store 
merchants. Twenty years ago the elder 
Katz, Isaac, operated a fruit stand in an 
obscure part of town-—-today the conceru 
owns five drug stores in Kansas City and 
is preparing to enter virtually all cities of 
more than 50,000 population in the middk 
west. The rise of the two brotuers fron: 
poverty to riches is a business romance that 
is known to every Kansas Cily newspaper 
reader. 

As their fortunes piled up they bui:t 
palatial homes, but still moved in the circle 
of friends they had known in the days 0! 
their early struggles. The home-life of each 
was happy. They had no enemies. Neither 
gambled, They were typical devoted family 
men-—just the type of wealthy man the

It happened on March 18 of this year. 

Michael Katz had driven home for lunch- 
eon. After luncheon he climbed into his 
Packard coupe, swung it into Ward park- 
way in front of his home, and started back 
downtown in the direction of his office. The 
parkway is a double drive boulevard, with 
traffic toward town traveling north on ihe 
east side. At Katz passed the nearest cor- 
ner he waved a greeting to two patrolmen 
who were “pulling” a signal box. The offi- 
cers waved back, completed their report, 
and drove the other way. 

A Speedy Roadster Trails the Coupe. 


Shortly after this, Roy T. Collins, driving 
south, noticed a speedy roadster trailing the 
Packard coupe. The two cars were still 
within his line of vision when he saw the 
roadster crowd the other machine to the 
curb. At the same time a man leaped into 
the coupe. Collins saw an arm rise and 
fall as though blows were being struck. 

Collins speeded up in the direction of the 
nearest police station. He soon overtook 
the patrolmen who had waved to Katz. 

“A holdup or a murder or something is 
happening back a ways toward town!” he 
shouted. He quickly described what he had 
seen.

They were being paged by a bellhop. A 
letter had been left at the desk for them. 
Rose and Portman hastened to the desk. 
The letter was addressed to Mr. Isaac Katz. 
It was in the handwriting of Michael Katz. 

A Strange Voice Calls Mrs. Katz. 

Stage No. 3 is the hysterical household of 
the victim. A strange voice has called Mrs. 
Katz over the telephone to tell her that her 
husband had been kidnaped but will be re- 
turned unharmed if she sees that the ran- 
som is paid. 

Stage No. 4 is the unidentified home or 
building where Katz was held prisoner. 

The kidnaped man’s note to his brother 
stated that he was being held for $100,000 
ransom. That was a lot of money. Familiar 
as Isaac Katz had been to big transactions, 
the raising of that much cash within a few 
hours presented difficulties. Besides, maybe 
a little bargaining could be done. Isaac and 
the two friends conferred at the hotel, won- 
dering just what to do.

was dead within ten seconds after he was 
Shot. Dr. Hewit, over at the “Howard’ 
house, testified that Such was the case, and 


Captain Beard’s statement has been given. 


McPaerson’s papers and [ieid glasses were 
taken during the interval between his death 
and the recovery of his body. The latter 
was accomplished by the 64th Lilinois regi- 
ment of Morrill’s brigade. General Fuller 
ordered this regirvent, then on the right 
of- the brigade, to drive the Confederate 
skirmishers out of the woods back of the 
rail fence and along the road.

Entire Netion Cooperating in a Campaign of All urement, the Number of Visitors Has Increased

She set to work «at ence building and 
placing in motion a gigantic organization 
that would capture for her a generous 
share of the lucrative business which brings 
hundreds of millions yearly into the coffers 
of European tradesmen. 


The campaign was conducted with Teu- 
tonic force and thoroughness. Nothing was 
everlooked. The government, big business, 
ancient villages—in fact, all classes of the 
population co-operated. Every district of the 
country was completely organized and fully 
equipped for the cfficient reception, enter- 
tainment and transportation of visitors.

Private enterprise was regulated so .as to 
make certain that all guests ef the ceuntry 
would be assured of ‘a fair return for their 
money. Tastes of the Germans themselves 
were set aside and a definitely foreign night 
life was built up with the sole idea of pleas- 
ing the visitor: And along with all this has 
gone a world-wide advertising campaign 
conducted along modern lines that brilliant- 
ly brings word to the other nations of the 
globe of what Germany has dome te make 
ready for their entertainment.

American crossed the frontier 18 times last 
summer and not once did she have to open 
a single piece of luggage. In no other coun- 
try in which I heave traveled has custems 
inspection been .so casual. 

All extra taxes on ‘travelers have been 
abolished. The housing tax, at one time 
universally imposed throughout Germany .on 
all hotel guests and still existing in sem* 
countries, has been discontinued. The for- 
mer visa fee of $10 is no longer in effect, 
and free entrance permits are issued “by 
German consuls. No landing charges are 
enforced, and all other tourist taxes which 
operated in the past have been revoked. 


By special legislation affecting the realms 
of private business the foreign traveler is 
protected against unscrupulous shopkeepers 
and hotelmen who base their sliding price 
scales on their own shrewd estimate of what 
the traffic will bear. So the tourist is 
guarded from the imaginative tradesman 
who sees all Americans that swim within 


his ken as millionaires ‘ont tines charges 
accordingly. 

There is a law that for innkeepers, 
untier penalty of imprison t, frem #e:- 
ting up any discriminating rates that aim 
to assess people of one nationality higher 
prices for room and meals than others are 
charged fer the same accommedations. 
Tipping has been simplified and made fair 
threugh @ gemeral assessment.on every hotel 
and restaurant check of a 10 per cent 
charge fer service. (Although this fee is 
distributed among all the employees and 
the management advises one to tip nothing 
more, many Americans have acted te break 
dewn the rule.) The police authorities of 
every city contre! the fares of taxi drivers 
and porters, making them generally uni- 
torm and precluding exorbitant charges. 

The result of this imtricate and closely 
knit system Germany has worked out for 
obtaining and satisfactorily handling the 
seasonal ‘migrations of gilded nomeds from 
far countries has been a remarkable suc- 
eess. In 1025, 35,6000 tourists were enter- 
tained in Germany. Eech sueceeding year 
saw «a iJarge increese ove the prier year 
until the country reported 185.000 foreign 
guests in 1028: and on the basis of beokimgs 
so far this seasen almost a quarter of u 
million visiters from other lends are ex- 
pected to pay Germany a call during 1930. 

These consistent gains assume greatet 
importance when it is remembered that 
they have been made in the face of a slight 
recession in general foreign travel since the 
high year 1928.

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Cork-Oak, Yielding a Crop 
of Cork Every F ew Years, 
Thrives in Longleaf Pine 
Region.

IGHTY oaks from little acorns 
grow.” Just so did the largest 
cork-oak tree in America grow 
.from one tiny acorn, smuggled 
(as tradition would have it) from Spain 
by a southern planter over a hundred 
years ago.| At the time the acorn was 
brought to America. Spanish law, seeking to 
protect Spain’s monopoly on the cork in- 
dustry, forbade the exportation of cork 
acorns. 3 

Just how the accrh began its illegitimate 
voyage to America and just who brought it 
over, nobody knows. The oldest inhabitants 


of the vicinity in which the cork-oak now 
stands report that the tree has been there 
ever since they can remember. They have 
no recollection of the name of the planter, 
but they de remember having heard, & 
children, that the acorn from which the 
tree grew, came from Spain. ° 


Today the giant alien stands by the side 
of the Daphne road, six miles west of 


Cordele, Ga. In a grove of pecan trees, it 
stands out as a-foreigner in the midst of 
natives. It is undottutedly the largest cork- 
oak, or quercus suber, as it is called biologi- 
cally. in America. At one foot above the 
ground it measures 451-2 inches in di- 
ameter. Eight feet above the ground the 
trunk forks into four branches which have 
a spread of 60 feet in one direction and 70 
feet in another. The tree has a height of 
60 feet. Its bark is thick and corky and, 
extending even to the small branches, it 
gives the tree a heavy-limbed appearance. 
George N. Lamb, in an article contributed 
to American Forestry and reprinted in the 
Literary Digest, February 5, 1921, stated: 
“The bark on this specimen, never having 
been harvested regularly, is very thick and 
coarse except in one place on the trunk 
where a gortion had been removed by ac- 


cident or otherwise. At this point the new © 


bark was smooth and of excellent quality. 
The rough bark was from 12 to 15 years 
old and 2 to 23-4 inches thick on the 
main trunk.” 

These facts could easilysbe turned into 
dollars. A grove of such trees would yield 
a neat income and if properly handled, 
cork-oak growing could become a promis- 
ing economic resource of Georgia. Géorgia 
elimate resembles that of Spain, since 
Spain lies approximately between the 36th 
and 45th parallels of latitude and Georgia 
between the 30th and 35th..

reason why cork-oaks could not be grown in 
this climate. The fact that other cork-oaks 
are found in Georgia is evidence that they 
can be grown successfully in this state. 

According to Mr. Lamb, smaller speci- 
mens of cork-oaks at Byromville and At- 
lanta, Ga., and Columbia, S* C., are grow- 
ing so vigorously that there is no doubt 
that this species of tree will thrive in the 
longleaf pine section of the southeastern 
States. 

He said further: “If cork-oak could be 
substituted for the scrub-oak that is now 
comiig in on the cut-over longleaf pine 
lands, a valuable economic resource would 
be available for 


future generations. The’ 
* combination of longlicaf pine and cork-oak 


would bring together two trees which fur- 
nish excellent wood and also yield a revenue 
from other sources while they are coming to 
maturity. Properly handled, the pine will 
yield quantities of valuable turpentine and 
resin in its early life, and then make de- 
sirable lumber when mature. The cork-oak 
yields a crop of cork every few years and 
finally produces a crop of excellent wood. 
“One of the greatest causes of damage 
in this region is tire, although the long- 
leaf pine is particularly resistant. Cork-oe« 
should be able to survive as well or better 
than pine, as the thick, corky bark would 
protect the growing tissue from the heat 
and is in itself very non-combustible.

that Isaac Katz had obtained $100,000 in 
cash at the time of the reported kidnaping. 
That was the supporting evidence the news- 
papers needed and they printed the story, 
though the facts were still meager. ~ None 
of the Katz family would admit that there 
was any truth in the yarn. 

Then it developed that the Federal Re- 
serve bank had kept a list of the serial 
numbers of the bills and that $11,000 of 
the money had come back to the banks. 


Here was the clew the detectives had 
been praying for. 

It was discovered that $1,300 had come 
from the Duke Motor Company, of Kansas 
City. Somebody had bought a Buick car 
from Frank Nigro of that company. The 
rest of the $11,000 came from a section of 
the city populated by racketeers, bondsmen 
and bootlegzers. Most of it came through 
the Merchants bank, a reputable institution 
located across the street from the city 
market. 

Detectives questioned employes of this 
bank, but due to the immense transactions 
in cash among the foreign speaking huck- 
sters and traders at the market, they were 
unable to trace the money any farther than 
to reliable commission and produce men of 
the district. 


The police arrested Frank Nigro, then 
released him and took into custody his 
cousin, Bossie Nigro, described as a police 
character. It was suspected that he had 
engineered the kidnaping. 

The next day the Buick car in question 
was found wrecker near St. Louis. 

Police of St. Louis arrested Eddie 


(Google-Eyed) Leonard, member of the 
Egan Rats, and suspected as a member of 
a similar kidnaping gang that preyed on 
gamblers. Leonard had been in Kansas 
City the day before the Katz kidnaping but 
he established that he had been visiting a 
friend in the Leavenworth federal prison on 
the day of the abduction. 

Then Raymond Tipton, another St. Louts 
gangster, and the man believed to have 
paid the $1,300 for the car later found 
wrecked, was arrested. He denied all the 
charges and assumed the same calm silence 
of Leonard and Nigro. 


With these facts and suspects the police 
called upon Katz to identify the men if 
possible. His reply to this was that he 
had been blindfolded all during this captiv- 
ity. Shortly after this he appeared before 
the grand jury and stated he would be un- 
able to identify any of his kidnapers. 


There was nothing for the police to do 
but release the suspects. Their bail was set 
at $25,000 each. and they raised it all with- 
in two hours. 

Katz was reported to have told the grand 
jury that he felt it unfair to ask him to try 
to identify any of the gang.

summer, the summer will soon be a thin 
the past and our minds must turn towards 
fall and different sorts of activity in the 
garden. The nights are getting longer and 
the days shorter, the sure sign that half of 
the year has gone by us. 


The first indication of the approaching 


midsummer which will be quickly, followed 
by fall is that the time has arrived to think 
of starting perennials from seeds for blooms 
next year. The very finest perennials are 
planted from seeds during the months of 
July and August. It is most important that 
they have an early start that the root sys- 
tems become sufficiently hardy that the 
plants can stand the winter, and get the 
proper amount of growth for fine blooms 
next year. 

Although the pansy is properly classified 
as a biennial the treatment of it is the 
same as for perennials. The same sort of 
soil] should be placed in the bed, the same 
care taken” in transplanting, the same 
slight winter protection and the same pleas- 
ure when they bloom in such profusion 
throughout the late winter and early 
spring. 

‘For the past several years one of the 
most gorgeous beds of pansies that it has 
been our pleasure to see has been the ,bed 
at Wesley Memorial hospital. The bed 1s 
located on the north side of the main en- 
trance and has been the subject of the taik 
and admiration of all that has seen it. The 
pansy is always a favorite flower, and they 
are rarely omitted from any garden. The 
reason is that the rich, velvety substance 
and brilliant colors of the flowers makes it 
so radiantly beautiful and attractive. 

The uses of the pansy are legion. It may 
be planted at, the edge of the cutting gar- 
den to be used for table decorations; it 


may be planted among the tulips and daf-— 


fodils, making a particularly effective 
ground cover for the tulips which are a 
bit taller than the daffodils. More often the 
pansies are used in small formal! beds, such 
as 4s the custom at Wesley Memorial] hos- 
pital. Wherever they are used they are sat- 
isfied, wherever they are seen they are ad- 
mired and enjoyed. 

The plant is often misunderstood. It is 
a distinctly cool weather plant and should 
be started early erough that it will be ready 
to bloom during the late winter and early 


’ spring for best resu!ts. 


There are two distinct practices followed 
in the propogation of pansies, transplant- 
ing in the very early fall, and transplant- 
ing in the late winter. Much can be said 
in favor of each practice, and it depends

upon the sort of winter that follows to 
decide which is the best method. For. the 
surest results the spring transplanting is 
followed, but for the greatest abundance of 
blooms, fall transplanting is followed. 
When spring transplanting is followed the 
plants are allowed to stay in the coldframe 
throughout the winter, mulching them 
slightly with straw. 

Regardless of the time when the ‘littie 
fellows are to be transplanted July and 
August are the proper months for start- 
ing the seeds in the cold frame. It is most 
important that the soil in the cold frame 
be of the very best quality and in just 
the right mechanical condition, making sure 
at the same time that there | is plenty of 
food in the soil. It is hard to tell just how 
to tell when the soil is in the proper me- 
chanical condition, the experienced gar- 
dener can tell at a glance or after a bit is 
handled. Plenty of humus must be present 


in the soil so that the moisture will be held 
for the plants. If the soil seems to be sort 
of sandy, or bakes after a shower, the soil 
does not contain sufficient humus, This 
may be supplied from three different 
sources generally, woods earth, stable ma- 
nure, or peat moss. 


Good woods earth and stable manure are 
both getting rather scarce around Atlanta, 
If well-rotted stabie manure is obtained, be 
sure that it is well rottéd, also work it into 
the soil thoroughly in order that it will 
not burn the plants. Peat moss can be ob 


obtained commercially and is always con- 
venient and easily incorporated into the 
soil. Peat moss is more and more coming 
into general use as its virtues aye obseryed, 
both by the professional nurSerymen and 
florists 9s well as by the amateur gardeners. 

Drainage for the hot bed is easiest sup- 
plied by digging out the ground to a depth 
of two feet or more and placing in a layer 
of rocks, broken pots, and other similar ma- 
terials, such as ashes. This Jayer is gen- 
erally about six inches in depth and is 
really of vital importance. There are very 
few plants that Like to stand with their 
feet in the water, and the same time there 
are very few plancs that do not want con- 
stant moisture. 


Food for the plants in the hot bed is of 
first importance. This should be applied 
only in slow acting fertilizers such as bone 
meal, sheep manure, or we)l-rotted stable 
manure. 


Pansies and other perennials should have 
a steady, slow supply of food for best re- 
sults. Fo rthe reason that fertilization of 
all plants is important I am going to di- 
gress a bit from pansies and point out 
some of the attributes of the various -fer- 
tilizers commonly used in the garden. If the 
theory, and the workings of the various fer- 
tilizers that are so important to our gar- 
dens are thoroughly understood then it is 
that their proper use will be followed. 

Lime is not a fertilizer. The value of Jime 
to soil is not that it adds plant food, but 
that it combines with other substances and 


' The raw bone meal is much slower 


becomes useful to plants. It is of great 
value for other reasons as well; it makes 
heavy soils lighter, it makes sandy soils 
more compact, it sweetens sour soils and it 
increases the number of bacteria. There are 
few gardens that have been cultivated over 
a period of a number of years that do 
not need, and will not show considerable 
improvement by the use of an application 
of lime every three or four years. 

Bone meal is the safest of all fertilizers 
and one of the ones most commonly used, 
Bone meal is one of the best fertilizers for 
flowers of all kinds betause of the fact 
that it contains both nitrogen and phos- 
phorous, It is useful for practically all 
plants and may be scattered on the ground 
so thick that it appears white with no dan- 
ger of burning them. After having been 
broadcast over the ground it should he 
worked into the soil with a steel rake for 
best résults. There is no dange? of apply- 
ing too much. There are two kinds of bone 
meal generally offeredfor sale by the fer- 
tilizer dealers, steamed and raw. The usual 
bone meal referred to is steamed and if 
nothing is said that is the kind-yoQ will get. 
This is best for most purposes. However, 
in some special cases such as use on fall 
planted bulbs the raw bone meal is better. 
cting 
than the steamed. It is usually at le 
month before the raw bone meal is of any 
value, that is before the plant food becomes 
available. Once it becomes available, it will 
continue to be available for as long as six 
months, 

ood ashes “are used because of their 
potash content. Most soils contain enough 
potash for the generality of plants. How- 
ever a good scattering of wood ashes over 
the perennial beds-is usually beneficial. A 
light covering will usually be sufficient. 


Nitrogen fertilizers are most important, 
All of the animal fertilizers contain a high 
percentage of nitrocen and for that reason 
are always used to a large extent. Well de- 


cayed or commercial animal manures are 
generally used. They should, be worked 
thoroughly into the soil. The green manure 
is not advisable because of the danger of 
burning the tender surface roéts of plants. 
Very often these animal fertilizers are ap- 
plied as liquid fertilizers. This is used par- 
ticularly in the case of potted plants and 
porch boxes. The ueual method is to place 
the manure in a hag and allow it to soak 
in a tub of water ior a couple of days, 


Nitrate of soda is often used for plants 
requiring large amounts of nitrogen but 


care must be taken that the plants are not 
burned. This should never be applied in 
such & manner that the foliage is touched. 
This will add nothing to the soil itself, will 
not build k up in any way, but is used as 
a plant food and stimulant. 

Care should be taken that too much is 
not applied. An overdose will cause exces- 
sive growth, delaved flowering and weak- 
ened plants. Correctly used it is very bene- 
ficial at the time the plant is called upon 
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for it's heaviest outlay of growth, this time 
being the flowering period inthe case of 
flowers, or the fruiting period in the case 
of vegetables. | 

A good method of application for: the 
generality of plants is by dissolving the ni- 
trate of soda in water. Generally this should 
be done at the rate of one teaspoonful to a 
gallon of water. Apply this water at the 
usual rate in watering plants. 

Commercial fevtilizers as are commonly . 
placed on the markets under various trade 
names are fine for spring and summer use 
if used ac@rding to directions. This is most 
important. However, most of the 'manufac- 
turers place these printed directions in 
each sack. The most important one direc- 
tion in their use ig to water thoroughly 
after applying. These fertilizers are balanc¢ 
¢d plant foods and contain all of the ele- 
ments necessary for the proper growth of 
the plant. 

It is well to remember, in the _use of all 
fertilizers, that small. applications at regu- 
lar, short: intervals is much te be pre- 
ferred to the method of heavy, occasional 
applications, 

But back to our friends the Saileate: as 
we have strayed quite a bit. Start the seeds 
in the carefully prepared cold frame, mak- 
ing sure that the soil is In good shape and 
very finely sifted. Plant the seeds in rows, 
covering not more than one q of an 
inch, or less, Keep the soil t but not 
wet. After the plants reach a heighth of a 
couple of inches they should be thinned to 
about eight inches. After the growth has 
continued for a month or more after thin-: 
hing they may be transplanted to a per- 
manent bed or border. This is usually done 
during the very early fall. A slight winter 
mulch of straw is good for best results. Some 
have obtained good results by leaving the 
plants, after thinning, in the beds until late.

WHAT TO DO IN JUNE, 


SPRAYING: The bugs are having a big 
time now. Those that chew may be 
controlled by any-of the arsenical 
sprays such as arsenate of lead, cal- 
cium arsenate or pyrox. The lice, flies, 
aphis and other sucking insects may | 
be controlled by the use of the pyreth- 
rum sprays or nicotine sulphate. For 
the mildews, blights and black spot, 
the Massey Dust, Bordeaux or Volck;: 
for bean beetles a mixture of calcium 
arsenate, sulphur and lime is recom~- f— 
mended by the department of agricul- 
ture of Alabama. 

FERTILIZER: If your dahlias and glad- 
lolus are about to bloom give them an 
application of a good high-grade com- 
plete commercial fertilizer. If they will 
not start blooming for a month cr 
more use a mixture of sheep manure 
and bone méal. Por the vegetable gar- 
den and the cutting flowers an appli- 
cation of a good high-grade commer-~- 
Gial fertilizer, about 12-4-4 will make 
them grow off quickly. 

LAWNS: “or best resulta lawns should 
have a monthly application of a good 
high-grade fertilizer followed by a 
thorough soaking. Patch the bare spots 
with a few seeds and a handful of fer- 
tilizer in each spot. 

SPRING BULBS: Tulip and daffodil 
bulbs may be taken up and trans- 
planted at this time, now that the tops 
are turning yellow. These bulbs should 
be dried in a cool, shady, well-venti- 
jated spot. This transplanting is = 


necessary. 
PRUNING: Take out all of the eas 
wood in the shrubbery, fruit trees, 


roses and all plants, This is the proper 
time of the year for pruning all of the 
spring flowering shrubs. such as for- te 
sythia, bridal wreath, bush honey~ 
suckle, Japan quince, redbud, and 4ii 
other shrubs blooming before the 
month of June. :

center of the world’s revolutionary events,
